Gorgons her Siſters re- 
poſing | themſelves in the Cave.

Fnters, and after joining in a Pyrrhic 
Dance with Mercury, receives from 
him a Sword.

The Gorgons awake from theit 
Sleep in great Terror, and Sink into 
the Earth at the Touch of Mercury's 
Caduceus. From the Blood of Me- 
duſa ſpring ſeveral Monſters, who 
ſeek for Perſeus to devour him. But 
his Inviſible Helmet, given him by 
Pluto, prevents their finding him. 


From the ſame Blood is engen- 
derd Pegaſus, the wing'd Horſe, 
which Per/eus Mounts, and flies up. 
Mercury Returns to Heav'n, and 
the firſt Interlude of the Serious 
Ends. Then follows the firſt Inter- 


lude of the Comic; which being
